CIVILIZATION AND 
CLIMATE. 


Science has so far struggled in vain 
for an intelligent solution of the appar- 
ent affects of civilization on climatic 
conditions. It is a common delusion 
that the cutting down of forests mater- 
ially effects the climate, especially the 
volume of rainfall. All experience 
shows that denuded forests, on the one 
hand, or artiticial groves, on the other 
have little effecton the powers that 
check or encourage the fall of rain. 

American history records no drouths 
more serious than those that effected 
the hopes and destroyed the ambitions 
of our New England forefathers, who 
were surrounded by the grand old for- 
ests that ribboned the coast in the 
early days of that country. The cain- 
fall has not perceptibly din. inished with 
the disappearance of the forests, 
Drouth is no more common now than 
then in that section, outside the fact 


that an exhausted soil demands 
more water to fructify it into act- 
ivity. 


Artificial groves have done little for 
Kansas and Nebraska, so far as increas- 
ing the rainfall is concerned. The 
natural Jaws governing the diffusion 


and precipitation of rain may be 
influenced, but are certainly not con- 


trolled by the forest area of à coun- 
try. a 

The advance of civilization, however, 
has a marked effect on the general cli- 
mate. Overturning the soil, inter- 
rupting or changing the course of water- 


ways, stretching afar the net-works of 
iron and steel, thereby affecting elect- 
rical currents, have undoubtedly con- 
evident changes 


tributed to the 
wrought in all countries by the advent 
of the plow and the physical forces that 
follow in its wake. In dealing with 
the rain problem science must recog- 


nize the factors of civilization in their 


sympathetic relationship with Nature. 
The tremendous import of “an inch of 
rain” can scarcely be realized, and its 
importance can be understood only by 
an analysis of what it means. In an 
acre of ground there are 6,272,640 
square inches. An inch of water on 
an acre tract meansan equal number 
of cubic inches, which implies a fall of 
32,000 gallons of water, counting 227 
tothe zalion. This quantity of water 
will weigh ot:e hundred tons, or 220, 
000 ibs. A rainfall of only one hun 
dredth of an inch, means one ton of 
water to the acre. To manage these 
vast forces, and d battle with the 
equilibrium of Nature, that the deserts 
may bloom and the wate places be 
made glad, is the mission of science. 
In no better way can it ‘contribute to 
human happiness than by adverting to 
the alphabet of Nature, and learning 
the changes that can be wrought in 
climatic conditions by the meshes 
woven over the faceof the earth by 
the ceaseless tramp of human progress.
